United States, (Consol. Ct. No. 11-00325).  The 11/14/2013 final decision was the basis for an

amended final results of review published in the Federal Register (78 FR 72862) on 12/04/2013.

As a result of the CAFC’s ruling, on 04/21/2015, the CIT issued a final decision. As a result of this

decision, Commerce published in the Federal Register (80 FR 28581) on 05/19/2015 a second

amended final results of review.

 

2.  As a result of the CIT’s final 04/21/2015 decision, the cash deposit rate has been revised for

the exporter listed below.
